rail transportation to more than 500 
commodities classed as non-essential 
was recommended to the government 
yesterday by the railroad war board.

Ships!

'that, regardless of what we can raise 
of men, money, food and munitions, 
unless we ralso the necessary ships, 
we shall be of little account, and the 


the dullest 


great cause must 


This being true. It is (he duty of 


our government to put down, prompt- 
ly and decisively, anything that in- 
terferes with our production of ships 
at the earliest possible moment. 


We must, first, refuse to waste an 


hour of valuable time on hope that 
Germany 
is going to "crack," poli- 


tically, or that she can 
be starved. 


We must not be at all Influenced by 
reverses or victories in Italy, Russia, 
the 
Balkans, 
Africa 
or 
Flanders. 


Nothing should be permitted to im- 
pair our devotion to the business of 
turning out as many ships as pos- 
sible, as soon as possible. 


Into the construction o£ ships en- 


ter labor, capital, metal, lumber and 
transportation. 


We have no time to temporize with 


differences between 
organized 
labor 


and organized capital. 
Government 


has at command 
capital with which 


to build ships, but its hold upon labor 
is more dubious owing to objections 
to the contractors and the hiring here 
and there of non-union men to help 
out, because men 
are 
scarce and 


haste is a prime consideration. 


The talk of a strike on the railroads 


of the United States with the very 
i vistcnre 
of 
the 
country and 
its 


people dependent upon efficient trans- 
portation, is akin to treason. 
The 


go\ eminent must not allow a railroad 


\Vai- profiteering 
(hat jeopardizes 


the national interests is in no case to 
be tolerated. 
Where the issue is be- 


tween extraordinary profits and fair 
wages government should act with- 
out hesitancy or mercy. 


Governmental 
treatment 
of labor 


matters In general may be a problem 
that's open to 
extended discussion. 


But this nation cannot 
afford 
"un- 


rest" or "disturbance" in any indus- 
try concerned in the turning out ot 
ships or the running of railroads. 


Where our all-vital ship problem 


or the equally vital 
transportation 


problem is involved, government must 
use its fist, for TIncle Sam, to whom 
suffering Europe looks for rescue, can 
neither wade nor swim the Atlantic, 
and he surely has got to get across 
just as soon as he can develop the 
ability. The continued service of the 
railroads is a. sine qua non to prog- 
ress on the 
ship problem 
and the 


ships, in number and excellence, is 
equally essential to the safe trans- 
portation of troops. 


EVENTS IN 
RUSSIA 


Conflicting and unreliable are the 


reports coming from Petrograd. One 
thing, however, seems to be beyond 
question, the city is under a reign of 
terror in which flre and rapine add to 
the horrors of actual war. 
.It is hoped that Kerensky will tri- 


umph over the powers of anarchy and 
mob rule. 


Mr. Kerensky, a few days ago, was 


reported as victorious, then another 
report came 
announcing his defeat. 


It appears, however, that he has 
adopted a thoroughly radical course 
in reference to the treatment of his 
enemies, if he can carry it out.

He appeals to all patriotic Russians 


to rally 'round 
his standard 
but

we modestly intrude with the sugges- 
'tlon that the euro for radicals, In this 
Instance. Is radicalism. What Russia 
needs, above all else, is the perma- 
nent retirement from business of her 
pro-Germans,

stigators of most of her civil strife. 
As an earnest of hi.s change of policy, 
Mr. Kerensky might hang Lenina arid 
Trotzky upon the highest tower of 
St. Peter's and St. Paul's.

virtue of three years' residence, has 
made an outcast of the man. 
The case is ono of the moat Interest- 
ing that has ever been brought before 
the federal authorities. Obed. who \Vas 
born in tho East Indies, when, he does 
not know,, has for the last throe years 
lived in coastal cities of the United 
States. During this time he never made 
any attempt to take out first citizen- 
ship papers. 
Upon his 
arrival 
here 
yesterday he was treated as any other 
alien comlngr to the country. 
Obed testified that the skipper of the 
steamer promised to bring him back to 
the United States when he signed 
agreement to ship as a seaman at New 
York, for a trip to England. The cap- 
tain kept his word and thu man proba- 
bly would have been allowed to land 
had not Dr. Hugo B. C. Reimer oi the 
United States public health service dis- 
covered, in examining him, that he 
was afflicted with trachoma, a s'eriou 
and infectious eye disease. 
.•' 
Under a recent 
law trachoma pa 
tients are barred 
from entering th 
country. England has a similar law, i 
is understood, so that may bar him 
from landing there also. 
It was decided that Obed could no 
be admitted and the captain of the shii 
will deport him to England. It is prob 
lematical whether he will be allowei 
to land upon his arrival on the othe 
side. If not, immigration officials de 
Clare that he may have to live upoi 
the sea for all time.
